The Russian Soldier. 


The great and pre-eraminent 


cause of the success accomplished lay 
in the almost boundless patience and 
endurance of the Russian soldier. 
From the time the movement was 
well under way the men never saw 
their knapsacks, which remained 
north of the Balkans, till sometime 
after the armistice. 
They marched 


and fought and slept in snow and 
ice, and forded rivere with the ther- 
mometer at zero. 
They had no 


blankets, and the frozen ground pre- 
cluded all idea of tents; the half 
worn out shelter tents which the 
men had used during the summer 
were now cut up to tie around their 
boots, which were approaching dis- 
solution; and although an effort was 
made to shelter the men in the huts 
of villages, yet at least half of them 
had to sleep out in the open air 
without shelter. 
Their clothing at 


night, was the same as in the day; 
and it differed from that of the sum- 
mer only in the addition of an over- 
coat, woolen jacket, and a bashlik 
or woolen • muffler for the head. 
Their foocl was, a pound of hard 
bread, and a pound and a half of 
tough, stringy beef, driven alongthe 
road; they were forred to carry six, 
and even eight day's rations on 
their backs, in addition to an extra 
supply of cartridges in their pock- 
cK 
There was more than one in- 


stance where the men fought, and 
fought well, not only without break- 
fast, but without having tasted food 
in twenty-four hours. 
Yet there 


was not a single case of insubordina- 
tion; the men were usually in good 
spirits, and the number of stragglers 
on the march were far less than dur- 
ing the heat of the preceding sum- 


mer.

ize a state government. I have already 
declared, and now repeat, that the po- 
litical party and friends with whom I 
act have at no time contemplated a re- 
sort to force. 
No force has been or- 


ganized, none has been called for, nor 
have we had any here at any time. We 
rely upon the censtitution and laws of 
the state, and the honest judgment of 
the people, for a vindication of our 
course. The police force authorized 
by Gov. Garcelon was placed under the 
charge of the superintendent of public

There was considerable 
commotion 


among the police and people Saturday 
night, on account of what was at first 
reported to have been a fearful murder on 
South Franklin street, neat the residence 
of Wilson Rice, whose daughter is the 
wifeof Mock, named below. On investi- 
gation a REPUBLICAN representative learn- 
ed that it was nothing more than i stab- 
bing affray between notorious Berry John- 
son and "Lawyer" Henry Mock, in which 
Johnson got a half inch cut in the right 
side, between the sixth and seventh ribs, 
two inches from the right nipple, and aix 
inches fiom the navel, inflicted with an 
ordinary penknife in the hands of Mock. 
The cause of the row resulted from 
troubles about Mock's young wife, who is 
not more than 16 years of age, and Moll 
Coleman, a woman of bad repute, whom 
Johnson wanted the Rice family to har- 
bor. 
To this arrangement Mock inter- 


posed strong objections, which caused 
Johnson to swear vengeance against him. 
Saturday evening, about 7:30 o'clock, 
Mock, in company with Policeman Kear- 
ney, went to Rice's house for the purpose 
of inducing Mrs. Rice to send Moll Cole- 
man away. While Mock and the officer 
were in the house, Berry Johnson, Frank 
Davis and Henry Miller came in, and as 
they entered Mock and Kearney left. On 
their way north, at the corner of Franklin 
and Jefferson streets, they met Wilson 
Rice and Homy Aycrs, and Mock stopped 
and began talking with them. Kearney 
passed on up town. While the three men 
were standing at the corner Berry John- 
son, Davis and Miller- came out of the 
house, and when they had reached the 
corner Johnson hauled off and struck 
Mock a stunning blow on the left side of 
the head, causing him to stagger back- 
ward off the walk into the gutter. Mock 
says Johnson followed him up closely, 
nnd in self-defense he pulled out his pen- 
knife and cut at him, with the result as 
above slated. Johnson yelled "murder," 
and his friends came to his rescue, pur- 
suing Mock and throwing heavy stones at 
him as he fled. One of the stones struck 
Mock on the left wrist, inflicting an ugly 
wound, and another struck him on the 
stomach with such force as to cause the 
greatest pain. The row attracted a crowd. 
Johnson was taken to his brother's house 
on North Church street, where Doctor 
C'hcnoweth gave him medical attention. 
Mock was arrested, and is now in the 
county jail, as is also Frank Davis; Henry 
Miller got away, and up to this writing all 
efforts to find him have proved fruitless. 
Henry Mock is a young man, aged 28 
years. 
For some months he haa been 


reading law under Harvey Pasco, Esq., 
and has not been living on good '.crms 
with his wife. 


To-day Johnson's condition is not con- 


sidered very alarming. The knife entered 
ais person between the liver and right 
lung, and it is thought that cither one, or 
both, had been penetrated by the blade; 
to what .depth is unknown. 
Johnson 


suffered intense pain on Sunday morning, 
and bled considerably. 
He was given 


morphine, and last night he slept soundly. 
The attending physician is not yet fully 
prepared to give an opinion as to whether 
Johnson will recover or not, but he thinks 
the chances are that the wound will heal 
up and that the young man will get well. 


When arrested Frank Davis had a slung 


shot oti his person, and those who are 
well acquainted with Henry Miller, who 
is still nt large, say that he always carries
